To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Belmont  in  the  Comity  of 
Belknap,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Community  Hall,  first 
floor,  in  said  Belmont  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March 
next  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one  Trustee 
of  the  Public  Library  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the 
Trust  Funds  for  three  years. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  time  for  dis- 
cussion of  the  Warrant  in  1964  to  2:00  P.M.  on  the 
Saturday  after  the  second  Tuesday  in  March. 

4.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  upon  the  Budget 
as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  of  2% 
on  all  taxes  paid  within  thirty  days  of  presentation  of 
tax  bills. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes 
for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name 
of  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes  there- 
for, said  notes  to  be  repaid  during  the  current  municipal 
year. 

7.  To  see  what  the  Town  will  vote  to  do  with  the  income 
from  the  John  M.  Sargent  Fund. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  refinance  and/or  renew  any  loans  which  may  become 
due  during  the  current  municipal  year. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  the  office  of  Chief 
of  Police  an  appointive  rather  than  an  elective  one,  the 
Chief  of  Police  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  a 
permanent  Chief,  with  the  understanding  that  he  can  be 
removed  from' office  by  the  Selectmen,  for  misconduct  or 
neglect  of  duty,  after  a  public  hearing. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
Town  Ordinances,  to  go  into  effect  immediately,  and 
provide  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollars  for  any  violation  of  these  ordinances : 

1.  No  non-residents  may  dump  rubbish  or  refuse  in  the 
Town  Dump  on  Hurricane  Road  except  owners  or  less- 
ees of  summer  properties ;  nor  shall  such  rubbish  be 
dumped  within  50  feet  of  the  fence  of  said  Dump.  Per- 
sons shall  dump  only  on  the  days  and  during  the  hours 
when  said  Dump  is  open  to  the  public. 

2.  All  solicitors  and  pedlers  must  be  licensed  by  the 
Chief  of  Police  except  local  residents  soliciting  for  local 
religious,  civic,  charitable  or  school  organizations.  Such 
licenses  may  be  revoked  for  just  cause  at  any  time. 

3.  No  persons  shall  give  or  hold  a  dance  within  the  Town 
of  Belmont  without  a  written  permit  from  the  Select- 
men if  there  is  a  fee  or  charge  for  dancing  or  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Hall,  or  place  of  the  dance.  Such  permit 
shall  specify  the  time  and  place  for  the  dance.  No  person 
shall  give  or  hold  such  a  dance  without  the  attendance  of 
a  uniformed  police  officer,  to  be  designated  by  the  Chief 
of  Police  and  paid  by  the  person  or  persons  giving  or 
holding  the  dance  unless  the  permit  expressly  states  that 
no  police  officer  is  required.  A  police  officer  so  designat- 
ed or  any  police  officer  present,  shall  have  authority  to 
preserve  order,  or  remove  from  the  hall  or  place  any 
persons  disregarding  his  injunctions.  No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  operate  a  so-called  "dine  and  dance" 
business  without  a  permit  from  the  Selectmen.  Such 
permits  may  be  revoked  for  sufficient  reason  by  the  Se- 
lectmen. 


4.  Any  license  fees  for  licenses  granted  under  these  or- 
dinances shall  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  paid 
to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

5.  There  shall  be  no  overnight  parking  of  vehicles  along 
any  street  between  November  15  and  April  30  of  any 
year,  inclusive,  in  such  a  manner  that  said  parked  vehi- 
cles interfere  with  snow  removal  or  road  repairs. 

6.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  the  power  to  es- 
tablish parking  regulations,  stop  streets  and  speed  limits 
at  various  locations  in  the  town  where  such  regulations 
do  not  conflict  with  any  state  laws,  by  the  posting  of 
regulatory  signs  or  lines  painted  upon  the  street.  The 
driver  of  any  vehicle  shall  obey  the  instructions  of  any 
such  traffic  or  parking  control  device  or  sign  approved 
by  the  Selectmen  and  the  location  of  which  has  been 
recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  a  traffic  or  police  officer.  No  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance in  which  signs  are  required  shall  be  enforced 
against  an  alleged  violator  if  at  the  time  and  place  of  the 
alleged  violation  an  official  sign  is  not  in  proper  position 
and  sufficiently  legible  to  be  seen  by  an  ordinarily  ob- 
servant person.  Whenever  traffic  control  devices  are 
placed  in  position  approximately  conforming  to  the  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance,  such  devices  shall  be  pre- 
sumed to  have  been  so  placed  by  official  act  or  direction 
of  lawful  authority,  unless  the  contrary  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  competent  evidence. 

7.  Three  or  more  persons  shall  not  stand  or  loiter  in  a 
group  or  near  each  other  on  any  foot  walk  or  sidewalk  in 
the  town,  so  as  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  foot  pas- 
sengers thereon ;  and  any  person  obstructing  any  foot 
walk  or  sidewalk  by  standing  or  loitering  thereon  shall 
move  on  immediately  upon  request  of  any  police  officer, 
and  shall  not  again  return  to  the  place  from  which  he 
has  been  requested  to  move ;  or  stand  or  loiter  in  a  group 
in  that  place  or  elsewhere,  on  any  foot  walk  or  sidewalk, 
after  being  so  requested  to  move. 

8.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sit,  stand  or  lounge  on  any 
public  way  in  or  about  any  doors,  windows  or  passage- 
ways except  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  premises, 
after  having  been  requested  by  the  owner  or  occupant 
or  any  police  officer,  to  depart  therefrom. 
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9.  No  person  shall  drink  or  otherwise  consume  spiritous 
or  intoxicating  liquor,  beer,  ale,  wine,  or  cider  over  six 
percent  alcoholic  content,  in  a  public  street  or  upon  a 
public  sidewalk,  or  in  a  public  building  or  a  store  or 
restaurant.  This  shall  not  apply  to  such  establishments 
as  are  licensed  by  the  State  Liquor  Commission  for  the 
sale  and/or  consumption  of  liquor  or  alcoholic  beverages 
on  the  premises.  Persons  violating  this  regulation  shall 
be  subject  to  forfeiture  of  the  liquor  or  alcoholic  bev- 
erages in  their  possession  upon  demand  of  any  police 
officer,  and  to  the  penalty  provided  for  violation  of  town 
ordinances. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen authority  to  require  the  owners  or  keepers  of  all 
dogs  on  the  various  camp  roads  near  Lake  Winnipe- 
squam  and  Silver  Lake,  to  muzzle  or  restrain  said  ani- 
mals from  running  at  large.  Such  action  to  be  taken 
only  upon  receipt  of  a  petition  signed  by  fifteen  or  more 
residents  of  the  neighborhood  where  such  action  is  to  be 
taken,  and  notice  to  the  owners  or  keepers  of  such  dogs 
to  be  served  in  writing  by  the  dog  officer  or  any  police 
officer.  Any  person  allowing  an  animal  to  run  at  large 
unrestrained  or  not  muzzled  after  receipt  of  such  order 
to  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  part  of  the 
old  Route  106  running  from  Plummer  Road  by  the  Re- 
sidence of  Clayton  Greenwood  in  a  southerly  direction. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $12,000.00 
as  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  ot  replacing  the  Depot 
St.  bridge.  Also  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $12,000.00  and  to  issue  in  the  name 
of  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  negotiable  notes  there- 
for, said  notes  to  be  paid  over  a  period  not  to  exceed 
10  years. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row a  sum  not  to  exceed  $10,000.00  to  be  used  for 
Water  Dept.  improvements,  and  to  issue  in  the  name  of 
and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  negotiable  notes  therefor, 
said  notes  to  be  paid  from  Water  Department  Funds 
over  a  period  not  to  exceed  ten  years. 
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15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  give  a  3-year  contract  for  the  removal  of  garbage. 

16.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legallv  come 
before  said  meeting.

Scope  of  Audit 
Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk,  Water  Department,  Library,  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  and  Municipal  Court. 

Financial  Statements 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets: 

December  31,  1962  —  December  31,  1963:  (Exhibit  A-l) 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1962 
and  December  31,  1963,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As  in- 
dicated therein,  the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $19,592.52,  in 
1963.

A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Water  Department  for  1963  is  contained  in  Exhibit  E. 
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Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtain- 
ed from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes 
was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  in- 
dicated by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  uncollect- 
ed and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  there- 
fore subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the 
return  of  verification  notices. 

General  Comments

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current 
liabilities)  decreased  by  $8,254.52,  from  $34,289.11  to  $26,- 
034.59,  in  1963,  as  shown  herewith :

Inasmuch  as  the  two  year  period  provided  hy  law  for 
redemptions  from  tax  sales  has  expired  on  all  of  these  unre- 
deemed taxes,  the  Collector  should  give  deeds  to  the  Town 
for  properties  represented  by  these  liens.

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BELMONT     MUNICIPAL     COURT 

Due  to  the  untimely  death  of  Judge  John  Maitland  the 
Belmont  Municipal  Court  was  inactive  for  several  months  in 
1962.  With  the  appointment  of  the  present  Justice  Royal  W. 
Smith  late  in  the  year  the  court  did  not  become  activated  until 
December,  1962  but  after  the  beginning  of  1963  sessions  of 
the  court  were  held  each  Saturday  at  9  :30  A.M.  except  on 
holidays. 

Wilson  S.  Mansfield  was  appointed  Clerk  of  the  Court 
and  his  services  have  helped  to  improve  the  work  of  the  court. 

The  majority  of  complaints  to  be  handled  by  the  court 
are,  as  usual,  of  the  category  of  Motor  Vehicle  Law  Viola- 
tions. However  the  most  difficult  and  perplexing  cases  are 
those  concerning  juveniles.  This  is  a  general  problem  for  the 
courts  and  should  be  of  real  concern  to  the  community.

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BELMONT    POLICE     DEPARTMENT 

Reports  for  the  Year  Ended  December  31,  1963 

Your  Police  Department  has  concluded  another  busy 
year.  During  1963,  we  apprehended  Lester  Labraney,  Jr.,  the 
"turnpike  murderer",  who  killed  his  ex-fiancee's  companion 
on  the  Everett  Turnpike,  then  led  police  on  a  115-mile  per 
hour  chase.  He  wrecked  his  car  at  a  roadblock  in  Belmont, 
and  was  apprehended,  armed  with  a  revolver  and  knife,  in 
the  woods  off  Kurt  Bean  Road  by  two  Belmont  officers  and  a 
State  Trooper  after  wading  through  waist-deep  snow. 

Your  police,  with  Sheriff  Crockett,  solved  three  house- 
breaks  and  a  $400  break  at  the  Uptown  Grocery  Store.  Two 
juveniles  and  four  adults  were  arrested,  and  a  large  sum  of 
money  recovered  within  48  hours  of  the  break. 

An  aggravated  assault  at  Pont  Pond  was  solved,  the 
assailant  brought  to  court,  and  sentenced  to  10  months  in  jail. 

We  apprehended  a  mentally  disturbed  person  from  an- 
other town  who  came  to  Belmont  intent  on  committing  sui- 
cide, before  he  was  reported  missing. 

We  directed  traffic  at  a  major  forest  fire  in  the  Route  106 
section.  Our  officers  broke  up  possible  trouble  from  a  gang 
of  youths  who  converged  on  the  town  after  a  school  dance; 
broke  up  a  youthful  beer  party  at  a  vacant  house,  and  conduct" 
ed  a  surveillance  of  known  burglars  spotted  in  town  on  Old 
Home  Day. 

In  the  nine  years  since  1954,  the  volume  of  complaints 
have  more  than  doubled,  from  217  in  1954  to  472  in  1963.  In 
1954,  we  prosecuted  three  criminal  cases  in  court,  but  in  1963, 
we  handled  55  cases.  The  number  of  auto  accidents  jumped 
from  17  in  1954  to  58  in  1963.  The  mileage  your  officers  tra- 
veled increased  from  4,344  miles  in  1957  to  17,783  in  1963, 
only  five  years  later.  The  Chief  of  Police  put  in  1,575  hours, 
and  the  Special  Officers  worked  1,484^  hours.  In  1963,  ar- 
rests totaled  155  as  compared  to  103  in  1962.

We  received  484  telephone  calls  in  the  daytime  when 
your  officers  were  at  work  on  their  regular  occupations,  and 
were  called  out  S7  times  in  the  middle  of  the  night.  All  this 
on  a  budget  of  $2,400  per  year. 

Thanks  to  the  John  M.  Sargent  Fund  income,  we  pur- 
chased at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers,  an  electronic  siren,  riot 
gun,  emergency  lights,  badges,  shoulder  patches  and  uniform 
shirts,  among  other  equipment. 

The  past  year  saw  the  arrival  of  several  new  businesses 
in  town,  including  Laconia  Auto  Wrecking  and  Tri-County 
Service  on  Prescott  Hill,  and  the  Hi-Way  Discount  Food- 
Fair  in  Winnisquam.  The  owners  of  these  places  have  re- 
quested that  they  be  checked  after  closing  hours,  which  we 
are  unable  to  do  every  night.  Already,  the  Bowling  Alleys 
have  been  the  victim  of  two  breaks,  and  there  was  a  safe 
burglar}-  at  the  Food-Fair,  which  might  have  been  averted  by 
regular  patrols. 

We  recommend  that  the  voters  of  Belmont  consider  em- 
ploying a  full-time  Police  Chief  at  a  rate  of  pay  enabling  him 
to  devote  his  entire  time  to  police  work,  be  on  call  at  all  times, 
and  vary  his  hours  so  that  it  can  never  be  predicted  where  or 
when  he  will  show  up.  A  budget  of  $7,000  should  be  ade- 
quate, including  salary,  car  expense,  Special  Officers,  and  de- 
partmental expenses.  This  represents  an  increase  of  less  than 
25  cents  per  thousand  in  taxes.  It  would  insure  you  of  pro- 
tection in  the  daytime  as  well  as  at  night.  It  would  mean  your 
children  would  be  protected  on  their  way  to  school  by  a  train- 
ed and  equipped  officer  on  call  at  all  times,  and  the  more  than 
300  summer  properties,  stores  and  businesses  in  town  could 
be  checked  more  frequently.

Our  thanks  again  goes  to  the  voters  of  Belmont  for  th{ 
assistance  they  gave  us  last  year. 

We  have  upgraded  our  Department  this  year  with  the 
addition  of  two  mobile  radios  for  the  trucks,  plus  a  pair  of 
walkie-talkie  radios  that  are  a  great  asset  at  fires.  Two  de- 
mand type  air  masks  were  purchased  to  assist  us  in  rescue 
and  fire  suppression  operations.  More  hose  was  bought,  a1  so 
protective  clothing  for  the  firemen.  Lighting  equipment  was 
added  to  our  portable  generator.  Now  we  can  put  the  fire  out 
and  still  see  what  we  are  doing.  Our  Emergency  truck  is  now 
partially  equipped  and  will  roll  to  all  fires. 

Drills  are  held  once  a  month  and  these  help  us  to  increase 
our  firefighting  knowledge,  also  several  of  our  members  at- 
tended Fire  School  at  Fitzwilliam  this  fall. 

In  1963  (January  1  to  December  31)  the  Winnisquam 
Fire  Dept.,  Inc.  answered  43  calls.  14  were  structural  fires, 
15  brush  or  forest  fires,  10  Mutual  Aid  calls,  and  4  were 
other  calls  (accidents,  drownings,  etc.)  We  received  Mutual 
Aid  9  times  and  gave  Mutual  Aid  assistance  10  times.

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FIRE    WARDEN'S    REPORT 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest 
forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years. 
The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never 
before,  the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beau- 
tiful and  valuable  forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true 
American  traditions  of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volun- 
teer effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active  preven- 
tion, patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  personal  rights  for  the 
common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  demonstration  of  public 
cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those  responsible  for  local 
and  state  lire  control.  The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire 
services  kept  the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public 
response  the  general  fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks 
for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad 
fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our 
public  conscience  —  a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire 
causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help : 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn 
within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn 
late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy 
or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop  ex- 
tinguish it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump — it's  safer.  A 
neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.    Make  this  a 
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year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  sur- 
roundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire 
and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New 
1  [ampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

Mem'bers  of  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bel- 
mont : 

The  School  Board  of  Belmont  has  continued  to  ad- 
vance the  schools  with  the  money  provided  by  the  local 
taxpayers  and  the  state  through  general  and  building  aid. 

it  is  very  evident  that  the  new  Belmont  High  Addi- 
tion of  classrooms  and  the  Roland  S.  Kimball  Audito- 
rium have  been  used  to  rapidly  develop  Belmont  High 
School  into  one  of  the  best  high  schools  in  the  state. 

The  vocational  program  is  rapidly  expanding  and 
the  new  library  facilities  with  the  many  new  books  are 
giving  the  pupils  a  better  educational  opportunity.  This 
year  the  school  has  added  a  part-time  guidance  teacher 
to  give  all  pupils  information  on  future  educational 
opportunities  in  colleges,  business,  industry,  and  all 
occupations. 

Belmont  is  meeting  all  state  requirements  in  every 
respect.  It  costs  money  to  add  teachers  to  the  budget 
but  it  is  necessary  to  meet  state  standards  and  retain 
state  approval.  The  part-time  secretary  has  enabled  the 
Principal  to  be  free  for  the  supervision,  organization  and 
administration  of  the  schools,  and  to  assist  teachers  and 
pupils.  The  new  band  program  will  certainly  give  in 
due  time  a  band  which  will  help  develop  pupil  morale 
and  be  available  for  community  affairs. 

I  wish  to  thank  Chairman  Robert  E.  Bordeau,  Mrs. 
Thelma  Moulton  and  Mr.  Maurice  H.  Simond,  Jr.,  for 
their  excellent  cooperation.  The  town  is  fortunate  to 
have  these  devoted  people  working  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  education  of  the  high  and  elementary  pupils. 
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Belmont  is  very  fortunate  to  have  an  excellent 
transportation  system.  The  increased  population  makes 
an  additional  bus  necessary.  The  policy  of  providing 
new  equipment  at  regular  intervals  gives  safe  transporta- 
tion  which  is  economical  over  a  long  period.  The  policy 
of  using  school  buses  for  athletics  and  activities  elimi- 
nates the  use  of  parent  and  pupil  cars,  with  the  problems 
of  accidents  and   insurance. 

May  1  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
Municipal  Budget  Committee,  the  Selectmen,  the  School 
Treasurer,  the  Principals  and  Teachers,  the  School 
Lunch  Director  and  Assistants,  the  Bus  Superintendent 
an  1  Operators,  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  his  Assistants,  and  all  civic  groups 
and  citizens  for  the  cooperation  and  school  interest 
which  is  helping  the  School  Board  to  continually  im- 
prove education.
